THE  LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR,  THE  12th  DAY  OF  NOVEMBER, 
A.D.  1897. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion, dated  10th  November,  1897,  the  Committee  of  Council  advise  that  Edward 
Morgan,  Junior  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  the  County  of  York,  James  Bain, 
junior,  Librarian  of  the  Free  Library  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  and  C.  Blackett 
Robinson,  President  of  the  Westminster  Company,  (Limited),  of  the  City  of 
Toronto,  be  constituted  a  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  any  reduction  can  be  made  n  the  price  fixed  by  the  various  agreements 
entered  into  between  the  Minister  of  Education,  acting  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty, 
and  the  publishers  of  the  text  books  authorized  for  use  in  the  Public  and  High 
Schools,  at  which  the  said  text  books  are  now  sold  to  the  public,  having  regard 
to  such  reasonable  proGts  to  the  publishers  and  the  trade  as  are  warranted  by 
ordinary  business  practices. 

The  Committee  further  advise  that  the  said  Commissioners  be  authorized  to 
enquire  with  regard  to  the  royalty  paid  upon  all  text  books  used  in  the  Public 
and  High  Schools  of  Ontario,  and  to  report  whether  in  their  opinion,  due  regard 
being  had  to  the  rights  of  the  authors  of  the  said  text  books,  and  to  what  extent 
the  payment  of  such  royalties  affects  the  cost  of  the  text  books  to  the  public,  and 
whether  it  would  be  in  the  public  interest  that  the  Department  of  Education 
should  hereafter  make  such  arrangements  with  authors  by  the  payment  of  a 
lump  sum  as  would  relieve  further  payment  to  the  author  by  way  of  royalty. 

And  the  Committee  further  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  make  such 
enquiries  as  to  the  cost  of  text  books  in  Ontario  and  elsewhere  as  they  may  con- 
sider expedient.

further  payment  to  the  authors  by  way  of  royalty. 

And  We  do  hereby  further  command,  authorize  and  require  you  Our  said 
Commissioners  to  make  such  enquiries  as  to  the  cost  of  the  text  books  in  Our 
Province  of  Ontario  and  elsewhere,  as  you  Our  said  Commissioners  may  consider 
expedient. 

Id  testimony  whereof  We  have  caused  these  Our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent, 
and  the  Great  Seal  of  Our  Province  of  Ontario  to  be  hereunto  affixed.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  APPOINTED  TO  INQUIRE  CON- 
CERNING THE  PRICES  OF  THE  VARIOUS  TEXT  BOOKS  AUTHOR- 
IZED TO  BE  USED  IN  THE  PUBLIC  AND  HIGH  SCHOOLS  OF 
ONTARIO,  AND  OTHER  MATTERS  CONNECTED  WITH  SUCH 
TEXT   BOOKS. 


To   His   Honor,  the   Honorable   Sir   Oliver   Mowat,   K.G.M.G.,    LL.D.,   Q.  C, 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  : — 

May  It  Please  Your  Honor — 

The  undersigned  having  been  appointed  by  Commission  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  Province,  bearing  date  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of 
Our  Lord  1897,  a  Board  of  Commissioners — 

(1)  "  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  reduction  can  be  made  in 
"  the  prices  fixed  by  the  various  agreements  entered  into  between  the  Minister  of 
"  Education  of  Our  Province  of  Ontario  acting  on  Our  behalf,  and  the  publishers 
"  of  the  text  books  authorized  for  use  in  the  Public  and  High  Schools  of  Our  said 
"  Province  at  which  price  the  said  text  books  are  now  sold  to  the  public,  having 
'"  regard  to  such  reasonable  profits  to  the  publishers  and  the  trade,  as  are  war- 
"  ranted  by  ordinary  business  practices." 

(2)  "  To  enquire  with  regard  to  the  royalty  paid  upon  all  text  books  used  in 
"  che  Public  and  High  Schools  in  Our  said  Province  of  Ontario,  and  to  report 
"  whether,  in  your  opinion,  due  regard  being  had  to  the  rights  of  the  authors  of 
"  the  said  text  books,  and  to  what  extent  the  payment  of  such  royalties  affect  the 
"  cost  of  the  text  books  to  the  public,  and  whether  it  would  be  in  the  public 
"  interest  that  the  Department  of  Education  of  Our  said  Province  should  hereafter 
"  make  such  arrangements  with  authors  by  the  payment  of  a  lump  sum  as 
"would  relieve  further  payment  to  the  authors  by  way  of  royalties,"  and 

(3)  "  To  make  such  inquiries  as  to  the  cost  of  the  text  books  in  Our  Province 
"  of  Ontario  and  elsewhere  as  you  Our  said  Commissioners  may  consider  expe- 
"  dient,"  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : — 

We  have  called  before  us  the  various  publishers  under  agreement  with  the 
Government  for  publication  of  the  text  books  now  authorized  for  use,  and  used, 
in  the  Public  and  High  Schools  of  Ontario,  and  have  examined  them  and  such  of 
their  employees  having  knowledge  on  the  matter,  upon  oath,  touching  the  several 
items  of  expenditure  which  go  to  make  up  the  cost  of  publication  of  each  text 
book  from  the  time  it  leaves  the  author's  hands  until  sold  to  the  trade  for  retail 
to  the  public,  which  items  of  expense  include  the  actual  original  cost  in  the 
preparation  for  and  manufacture  of  the  letter  press  plates,  map  plates  and  illustra- 
tion plates  (this  is  called  capital  account,  and  the  accuracy  of  the  information 
afforded  to  us  by  the  several  publishers  as  to  this  item  was  verified  by  reference 
to  the  books  of  such  publishers),  the  paper,  the  presswork,  the  binding,  and  the 
cost  of  handling.  We  also  examined,  upon  oath,  various  other  expert  witnesses 
not  in  any   way  associated   in  business  with  any  of  the  publishers,  as  to  the

>h  French  and  German  grammars,  the  histories  and  arithmetics  and  the 
rio  readers. 
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Professor  Clark  says  : — 

"No  one  would  think  of  using  the  Irish  readers  here  now.  The  readers  at 
present  in  use  are  beautiful  books  considering  the  price,  compared  with  Nelson's 
(the  Campbell  series)  thejT  are  superior,  the  extracts  are  more  suitable  ;  takino- 
the  poetical  selections  they  are  better  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  children  requir- 
ing them  and  are  much  more  instructive  :  better  adapted  to  literary  taste  and 
better  formed  as  to  plan." 

"  Don't  think  there  is  much  room  for  improvement.  Don't  think  it  possible 
to  get  more  suitable  set  (of  Readers)  and  have  based  my  information  on  many 
years  of  experience." 

From  our  own  examination  of  the  Irish  and  American  Readers  and  from  the 
strong  opinions  expressed  by  the  four  above  named  prominent  educationists  we 
are  satisfied  that  the  Ontario  Readers  are  infinitely  better  adapted  for  use  in  our 
schools  than  either  the  Irish  or  American  series.  The  Irish  series,  though  very 
excellent  in  its  way,  and  perhaps  suitable  for  the  schools  where  used,  is  conspic- 
uous for  its  very  limited  amount  of  reference  to  Canada,  and  the  limited,  anti- 
quated and  somewhat  erroneous  information  given  with  reference  to  modern 
Canada  and  Canadian  matters ;  it  is  also  defective  in  not  containing  a  proper 
proportion  of  modern  and  up  to  date  literature.  On  the  whole  so  far  as  the  edu- 
cation of  the  young  people  of  Canada  is  concerned  this  series  is  unsuitable,  out 
of  date,  and  utterly  out  of  touch  with  Canadian  ideas  and  methods  of  education. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  Irish  National  series  is  sold  at  a  lower  price  than 
the  Ontario  Readers  yet  when  we  consider  the  difference  in  literary  quality,  of 
suitability  to  the  requirements  of  our  Canadian  schools  and  of  the  workmanship, 
which  in  the  Irish  series  is  so  much  inferior,  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that 
to  revert  to  the  former  series  would  be  a  great  step  backward  in  our  educational 
system.  For  these  reasons  the  Ontario  Reader  seems  to  us  to  be  actually  cheaper 
and  better  fitted  for  the  requirements  of  our  schools.  The  Irish  series  would  be 
dear  for  our  Ontario  schools  at  any  price. 

The  American  series  is  also  good  of  its  kind,  but  is  "  United  States  "  from 
beginning  to  end  and  for  this  reason  alone  would  not  be  adapted  for  use  in  our 
schools. 

For  all  these  reasons  and  looking  at  the  literary,  artistic  and  educational 
merit  of  the  Ontario  series  of  Readers  and  the  excellence  of  the  print  and  bind- 
ing, we  are  convinced  that  these  Readers  are  infinitely  more  adapted  for  use  in 
Canadian  schools  than  any  other  Readers  and  are  furnished  to  the  public  at  very 
reasonable  prices,  and  that  as  Chancellor  Wallace  put  it,  "  the  public  have 
nothing  to  complain  of,"  and  we  are  further  satisfied  that  the  publishers  and 
the  trade  are  not  making  an  undue  profit  from  the  production  and  sale  of  these 
books.

High  School  Book-keepvng : — The  price  of  this  book  is  now  65  cts.  It  was- 
authorized  in  July,  L887,  and  it  has  taken  years  to  wipe  out  the  capital  account, 
after  allowing  a  moderate  profit  to  the  publishers,  leaving  a  very  small  surplus. 
The  price  of  this  b  K>k  i>  no!  too  large  considering  its  merits  as  a  book,  hut  as  the 
capital  account  has  been  paid  ofl  in  addition  to  yielding  a  profit  it  should  as  a 
school  book  l»-  reduced  t<>  60  cte  after  the  end  of  1898.

The  profits  of  sale  of  these  books  have  not  so  far,  after  allowing  moderate 
profits  to  the  publishers,  been  sufficient  to  repay  the  original  cost  capital  account 
and  has  therefore  been  no  excessive  profit  and  the   prices  should  not  be  reduced. 

High  School  Grammar. 

High  School  Geography. 

The  publishers  have  realized  a  good  profit  on  these  books  which  has  been 
sufficient,  after  deduction  for  a  living  profit,  to  pay  off  the  capital  account  and 
leave  a  moderate  surplus;  the  circulation,  however,  of  these  books  is  small  and 
the  plates  will  have  to  be  renewed ;  we  do  not,  therefore,  think  that  the  profit  is 
so  large  as  to  call  for  any  reduction  in  price  and  this  is  especially  the  case  as  to 
the  geography  which  is  a  good  text-book  both  as  to  matter,  maps  and  illustra- 
tions and  general  get  up. 

Public  School  Geography. — This  book  is  now  sold  at  75  cents  retail ;  it  has 
a  fairly  large  annual  sale  and  has  been  in  use  since  1887 ;  the  annual  profit  has; 
been  sufficient  to  give  the  publishers  a  fair  living  profit  and  at  the  same  time: 
gradually  pay  off  the  capital  account  which  is  now  fully  paid,  leaving  a  reason- 
able surplus  of  legitimate  profit.  The  price  may  now  fairly  be  reduced  to  60 
cents,  if  continued  after  the  end  of  18.98. 

Public  School  Writing  Course : — 

Vertical  series  :  1  to  6. 

This  book  is  now  sold  at  seven  cents;  it  has  a  very  large  sale;  it  was  authorized 
in  March  of  1896,  and  the  profits  will  be  sufficient  to  repay  the  capital  account  in 
about  four  years  allowing  the  publishers  a  reasonable   annual  living  profit      W< 
are  of  opinion  that  this  book  might  properly  be  reduced  to  six  cents  after  tne  endi 
of  1899. 

As  to  the  books  published  by  the  Methodist  Publishing  Company,  we  find 
and  report  as  follows  : 

Public  School  Physiology  arid  Temperance. — The  price  of  this  book  is  to<» 
low.  It  is  published  absolutely  without  living  profit  of  any  kind,  and  but  for 
the  very  large  sale  the  publishers  would  suffer  loss  in  not  being  able  to  realize  the 
capital  account. 

Primary  Latin  Book. — This  book  is  sold  at  $1  ;  it  was  authorized  in  1892 
and  has  run  five  years,  in  which  time  the  capital  account  has  been  paid  besides 
giving  the  publishers  a  fair  living  profit,  and  it  should  be  reduced  to  75  cents  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1898. 

High  School  Algebra. — The  capital  account  has  not  as  yet  been  realized  on 
this  book,  the  profit  is  not  excessive  and  the  price  cannot  reasonably  be  reduced. 
As  to  the  books  published  by  W.  J.  Ga^e  &  Co.,  we  report  as  follows  : 

High  School  Botany,  Part  II. — This  book  was  authorized  in   1888  and  has 
been  in  use  since  ;  the  annual  sales  are  not  large  ;  the  capital  account  is  not  yet 
wiped  out,  and  it  is  quite  plain  that  the  profit  has  not  been  and  is  not  excessivt 
and  that  the  price  should  not  be  reduced. 

Botanical  Note  Books,  Parts  I.  and  II, — These  books  were  authorized  in 
1895;  the  price  for  Part  I.  is  50  cents,  and  the  annual  sale  is  not  great.  The

probably  take  to  pay  off  the  capital  account  after  allowing  for  an  annual  living 
profit  on  the  book  ;  and  an  estimate  has  to  be  made  as  to  probable  annual  sale  of 
the  book.  And  with  all  this  in  their  minds  the  publishers  must,  at  the  outset  at 
any  rate,  put  a  higher  price  on  the  book  so  as  to  ensure  being  paid  off  his  capital 
outlay  as  speedily  as  possible  out  of  first  sales,  and  looking  to  reducing  the  price  if 
the  book  is  a  success  and  when  the  capital  account  has  been  repaid  ;  the  larger 
the  capital  account  is  the  higher  in  proportion  the  first  price  of  the  book  must  be. 

It  may  be  said  that  in  the  case  of  text  books  authorized  for  fixed  periods  a 
certain  constituency  is  created  by  the  authorization  and  the  annual  sales  can 
with  reasonable  certainty  be  estimated  before  the  price  ot  the  book  is  fixed,  but 
this  is  not  wholly  so.  Authorization  does  not  necessarily  involve  compulsory 
use  ;  the  Minister  of  Education  may  de  authorize  a  book  at  any  time  upon  notice  ; 
the  book  may  not  find  favor  with  teachers  and  scholars ;  a  newer  and  better 
book  may  be  authorized  ;  the  sale  may  not  continue  as  large  after  the  first  or 
second  year  owing  to  the  book  being  of  good  lasting  quality  and  going  from  child 
to  child,  and  in  view  of  all  this  if  the  publisher  pays  out  a  lump  sum  to  the 
author  he  must  at  the  outset  fix  a  larger  price  on  the  book  so  as  to  be  reasonably 
and  quickly  recouped,  than  if  he  only  undertakes  to  hand  over  a  royalty  on  all  books 
actually  sold,  not  to  include  those  given  away  to  promote  sales,  and  also  exclu- 
sive of  unsold  stock.  This  is  the  result  of  the  unaninious  testimony  of  authors 
and  publishers  and  appears  clear  upon  a  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  question. 

The  publishers  also  contend  that  good  authors,  such  as  have  prepared  the 
great  majority  of  text  books  now  in  use  in  Ontario,  will  not  be  satisfied  with 
small  compensations  by  way  of  a  lump  sum  ;  they  will  figure  out  the  value  of 
their  work  by  a  computation  of  the  probable  results  of  a  royalty  and  each  author 
having  unbounded  confidence  in  the  success  of  his  book  will  demand  a  higher 
sum  than  the  publisher  could  pay  in  view  of  the  risk  to  be  run,  and  besides,  the 
publishers  contend  that  to  pay  a  lump  sum  instead  of  royalty  on  all  the  text 
books  published,  would  require  a  larger  capital  than  they  could  aflord  to  devote 
to  the  text  book  branch  of  their  business. 

Where  an  author  is  paid  by  royalty  he  remains  interested  in  keeping  up  the 
success  and  standard  of  his  book,  and  will  without  further  charge  see  to  the 
revision  and  improvement  of  the  book  in  its  successive  editions  so  as  to  keep  it 
up-to-date,  but  if  paid  by  lump  sum  he  or  someone  else  has  to  be  paid  for  revision 
or  improvement  work. 

The  employment  of  authors  by  the  day  or  hour  in  the  preparation  of  text 
books  met  with  a  decided  disapproval  from  all  the  authors  examined  by  us  and  is 
not  favored  in  any  quarters  where  we  made  enquiry  and  is  not  practised  to  any 
extent.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of 
authorship  and  the  public,  tending  to  impair  the  literary  character  and  quality  of 
the  text  books  and  turning  earnest  and  ambitious  authors  into  mere  literary 
hacks.  Writers  of  standing,  qualified  to  prepare  text  books  such  as  should  be  used 
in  our  schools,  would  at  any  rate  refuse  to  be  put  in  this  position  or  accept  a  such 
amount  of  remuneration  as  would  increase  the  price  of  books  beyond  that  now 
fixed  under  the  royalty  system. 

The  royalty  paid  does  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  on  price  of  each  book  sold 
except  in  one  or  two  cases  where  fifteen  per  cent,  is  paid,  there  being  in  these 
cases  two  authors  employed  on  the  work  and  great  care  and  much  revision  beiug 
required  in  getting  up  work  and  preparing  it  for  the  press. 

The  royalty  of  ten  per  cent,  appears  to  us  to  be  reasonable  and  fair  to  the 
authors    and  in  no   case  do  we  find  that  an  author  has  received  an  excessive 
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imount  for  hi>  work  on  the  text  books  of  this  Province.     In  the  United  States 

where  the  circulation  of  text   books  is  very  much  greater,  the  authors  though 

being  paid  only  ten  per  cent,  realize  much  Larger  returns  from  the  greater  sales. 

In  the  lower  priced  text  books, especially  those  below  fifty  cents, the  royalty 

not  influence  the  price  of  the  book,  and   in   the   higher  priced  ones  in  many

The  method  of  payment   to  the  author  and  the  amount  he  receives  for  his 
i-  a  matter  of  arrangement  between  the  author  and  publisher,  each  looking 
out  tor  himself     The  Department  of  Education  does  not  interfere  between  them; 
the  best  bargain  be  can  as  to  royalty  and  brings  a  speciman 
liinister  "t   Education,  who   if  satisfied    with  the  merit  of  the  book, 
-  the  price  la-  i-«  willing  to   have  it  authorized  at.  and  if  the  publisher  agrees 
th.-  book  may  be  authorized.     This  system,  in  our  opinion, has  worked  admirably 
r,  and  tin-  investigation  by  us  into  the  prices,  at    which  the  text  books  used 
in  the  Public  ami    High  Schools  air  sold,  has  satisfied  us  that  the  children  and 
young  ]"  ople  of  '  mtario  have  in  use  an  admirable  selection  of  text  books  obtain- 
able  by    them   as  cheaply  as   school    books  can    be  obtained   in   England   or  the 
Unit  and  in  many  instances  at  much  less  cost.

Dear  Sir, — Your  favor  re  paper  in  First  Reader,  Part  II,  is  before  us.  This  is 
the  first  copy  the  writer  has  seen  shewing  any  difference  in  the  tinting.  On  making 
enquiries,  we  find  there  are  only  a  couple  of  hundred  out  of  an  edition  of  some  40,000. 
The  mistake  arose,  in  some  way,  in  our  printing  room.  Of  course,  there  will  not  be  such 
a  marked  difference  in  the  paper  when  the  book  is  bound  up  for  some  time,  as  the  paper- 
usually  darkens  a  little. 

We  regret  that  this  difficulty  should  have  occurred,  as  we  always  use  every  endeavor 
to  have  the  paper  as  near  the  tint  as  possible  by  sending  a  sample  of  paper  to  the  mill  to 
be  matched.

Since  that  time  other  text-books  in  geography  have  been  prepared  and  authorized, 
and  I  now  respectfully  solicit  from  you  the  same  privilege  which  you  proposed  to  me, 
namely,  the  right  to  publish  the  present  authorized  books  on  such  terms  and  under  such 
restrictions  as  you  may  deem  advisable. 

This  application  I  make  for  myself,  and  not  in  the  interest  of  any  publishing  house, 
and  I  respectfully  ask  your  favorable  consideration  of  my  application  for  the  following 
reasons  :  I  was  aware  that  the  old  book,  prepared  by  me  over  twenty  years  ago,  had 
become  somewhat  out  of  date,  and  was  not  up  to  the  style  of  the  requirements  of  the 
present  time.

The  Canadian 
drawing  course  began  in  the  Third  Division  ;  ours  began  in  First  Part,  First  Book,  and 
ends  First  Division,  Second  Book.  You  thereby  have  a  connected  series  of  drawing 
lessons  running  through  the  entire  course  of  studies.  Your  kind  attention  to  same  will 
confer  a  favor.

Dear  Sir, — We  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  omission  in  the  table  of  studies, 
viz.,  the  Kindergarten  and  Primary  Drawing  Course  omitted  in  the  first  division  of  the 
Second  Book.     Attention  was  called  to  this  last  year,  but  too  late  for  correction. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  this  course  has  been  adopted  for  use  in  the 
schools  of  Prince  Edward  Island.  We  have  had  under  consideration  for  some  time 
the  advisability  of  dividing  the  series  into  four — this  is  the  national  division — and  selling 
each  part  at  five  cents  per  copy,  bringing  them  in  line  with  the  Canadian  Drawing 
Course.  There  is  a  desire  for  extra  pages  for  free  design  and  draughting  simple  plans. 
This  has  been  somewhat  overcome  in  the  Toronto  schools  by  the  introduction  of  the 
Kindergarten  pnctice-book  ;  and  in  schools  where  there  are  drawing-masters  such  a  book 
will  be  found  useful.  But  to  obviate  the  necessity  for  such  a  book,  especially  in  classes 
where  the  Kindergarten  Drawing  Course  is  taught,  we  propose  to  add  three  (3)  extra 
pages  to  each  book.  The  books  which  our  contract  with  your  Department  calls  for  have 
twenty-four  pages  each — in  the  whole  series  forty-eight  pages.  The  books,  we  propose  to 
make  and  sell  at  five  cents  each,  will  contain  sixteen  pages  each  or  sixty- four  pa^es  in 
the  whole  series.  This  would  increase  the  cost  of  production  considerably,  and  it  could 
only  be  done  by  your  making  their  use  compulsory.  Should  you  entertain  the  idea,  we 
will  prepare  sample  books  for  your  inspection. 

With  this  we  send  you  a  copy  of  the  book  mentioned  above  as  "  the  Kindergarten 
Drawing  Practice-book  "  and  used  in  the  junior  classes  in  the  Toronto  schools.  Mr. 
Reading  would  like  to  have  liberty  to  use  such  a  book  for  free  design  and  drawing  simple 
plans  to  a  scale  in  all  the  classes.  The  necessity  for  such  a  course  will  be  seen  when,  as 
a  prominent  builder  told  the  writer,  that  ninety  per  cent,  of  mechanics  could  not  work 
from  drawings,  that  the  work  had  to  be  specially  laid  out  for  each  man.  Now,  if  such  be 
the  case,  is  there  not  a  call  for  such  teaching  ?  Such  a  course  has  been  indicated  by 
Frobel,  but  has  been  to  a  great  extent  thrown  aside  by  his  disciples.  The  following 
appears  in  Goldammer,  which  drawing,  page  37  "inducing  him  (Frobel)  to  give  an 
altogether  unjustifiable  prominence,  to  be  explained  only  by  his  personal  task,  to  the 
drawing  of  plans."  Such  a  course  would  be  in  line  with  FrobeFs  teaching,  and  this  would 
ultimately  lead  to  the  getting  up  of  a  book  specially  with  simple  designs — working  draw- 
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ings  of  such  articles  or  utensils  as  are  familiar  to  the  pupils,  and  with  perhaps,  as  is 
indicated  in  hints  to  teacher  on  the  practice-book,  a  simple  plan  ol  a  house.  All  these 
the  pupil  would  requiie  either  to  enlarge  or  contract  according  to  scale.  Such  teaching 
■with  a  practice-hook  is  better  done  from  the  blackboard  and  dictation  ;  but  to  meet  the 
want,  where  there  is  no  one  who  could  give  such  dictation  and  blackboard  exercises,  such 
a  book  as  indicated  would  he  necessary.  You  will  see  that  we  are  not  formulating  any- 
thing new,  but  only  endeavoring  to  draw  nearer  to  some  of  the  principles  inculcated  by 
Frobel  ;  and  we  think  that,  the  nearer  we  can  get  to  them  as  a  whole,  the  higher  will  be 
our  fducational  standard.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  ask  your  kind  attention  to  the  following  points  in  agree- 
ment re  High  School  Botany  submitted  for  signature. 

On  page  2,  paragraph  5,  it  is  stated  that,  "  At  option  of  the  party  of  the  second 
part  the  book  shall  be  sewed  with  thread  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  if  the  wire-binding 
shall  be  found  to  be  defective  and  unsatisfactory."  To  bring  about  such  a  change  in  the 
binding  of  the  book  would  mean  a  change  in  the  machinery  used  for  that  purpose.  We 
have  now  all  the  appliances  for  the  wire  stitching,  and  look  upon  it  as  the  most  approved 
form  of  binding.  All  of  the  other  Public  School  books  published  by  ourselves,  as  well  as 
several  other  firms,  are  stitched  in  this  way.  We  therefore  think  it  is  only  reasonable 
that  this  clause  shall  be  omitted. 

On  page  4  of  agreement,  as  paragraph  19  now  reads,  that  foi  giving  notice,  the  agree- 
ment for  the  authorization  and  publication  of  said  book  may  be  discontinued.  We  have 
been  compelled  already  to  set  up  and  make  Part  I.  of  the  book  anew ;  we  are  now  doing 
same  with  part  II.

My  Dear  Mr.  Ross, — At  my  various  visits  to  the  Niagara  Falls  Park  I  have  been 
very  much  struck  with  the  exceptionally  favorable  conditions  in  that  vicinity,  and  more 
particularly  in  the  Park,  for  the  free  growth  of  flowering  plants  of  all  kinds.  The 
superintendent  of  the  Park,  Mr.  Jas.  Wilson,  who  is  much  interested  in  the  matter, 
informs  me  that  during  the  past  summer  several  eminent  botanists  have  visited  the 
grounds  and  have  expressed  great  wonder  at  the  richness  of  the  flora  and  of  the  rare 
opportunities  afforded  for  enlarging  and  developing  this  indigenous  flower  garden,  which 
is  described  by  some  of  these  gentlemen  as  a  "  Botanist's  Paradise."  I  understand  that 
a  catalogue  has  recently  been  prepared  by  a  gentleman  in  Buffalo,  in  which  some  nine 
hundred  and  nine  species  are  described  as  growing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Falls,  758  of 
which  are  native  and  151  foreign.  Mr.  Wilson  informs  me  that  Prof.  Panton,  of  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College,  visited  the  Park  and  suggested  the  desirability  of  having 
a  distinctive  work  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Government  in  the  interest  of 
education  and  science,  which  would  enumerate  the  various  trees,  plants,  etc.,  found  in 
the  vicinity,  and  give  illustrations  of  the  more  interesting  and  rare  forms.  I  think  you 
will  agree  with  me  that  a  work  of  this  kind  would  be  most  valuable  as  a  text-book, 
and  would  at  the  same  time  add  vastly  to  the  reputation  of  our  Provincial  Park. 

I  am  not  quite  sure  whether  this  branch  of  scientific  and  educational  work  comes 
within  your  department,  or  that  of  your  colleague,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture ;  but  if  I 
am  wrong  in  addressing  you,  I  would  be  glad  if  you  would  bring  it  under  the  notice  of 
Mr.  Drury. 

Another  thing  would,  I  think,  help  very  much  in  making  known  the  marvellous 
scenery  of  the  Park  and  its  surroundings,  and  that  is,  that  a  map  together  with  some 
descriptive  matter  be  inserted  in  the  next  edition  of  any  school  geography  that  you  may 
issue.  Our  superintendent  would  prepare  a  map  exhibiting  all  the  points  of  interest 
down  to  the  Whirlpool,  and  give  a  great  deal  of  information  relative  to  the  recession  of 
the  Falls,  etc.,  which  I  should  think  would  be  of  great  interest  to  pupils.  I  venture  to 
address  you  on  this  subject  knowing  how  progressive  you  are  in  respect  to  the  educational 
interests  of  the  Province.

The  undersigned  hereby  report  to  the  Honorable  the  Minister  of  Education  in 
reference  to  a  general  inspection  of  the  stock  of  authorized  text-books  at  the  place  of 
business  or  manufacture  of  the  following  publishers  : — 

Methodist  Book  and  Publishing  House. 

Visited  July  19th,  1888. 

Robertson's  Algebra. — "We  found  the  stock  to  consist  of  321  copies  bound,  and  600 
■copies  sheets.  Four  editions  respectively  of  1,000,  2,000,  2,500  and  1,500  copies,  or  a 
total  of  7,000  copies  have  been  printed  to  date.  There  is  no  immediate  necessity  of 
another  edition.  The  printing  and  binding  were  examined  and  found  satisfactory.  A 
sample  of  the  4th  edition  is  submitted  herewith. 

McGuirVs  Drawing. — The  stock  was  found  to  consist  of  220  bound  copies,  and  500 
•copies  in  sheets.  Two  editions  of  1,000  each  have  been  printed.  The  work  and  material 
were  found  satisfactory.     We  submit  sample  of  second  edition  for  your  inspection. 

Manual  of  Hygiene. — There  were  only  67  copies  in  stock.  Several  jobbers,  however, 
had  lately  purchased  a  quantity.

The  publishers  think  the  drop  in  price  to  50  cents  too  great,  not 
only  for  fair  remuneration  when  the  discount  allowed  is  considered,  but  also  they  think  it 
is  an  unfair  comparison  for  books  of  a  smaller  size,  and  that  it  reflects  greatly  upon  the 
seemingly  (in  a  comparative  sense)  high  price  of  the  edition  at  §1.00.  The  printing  and 
binding  of  the  books  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.
